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FOREWORD

Ever since I met Ned Williams in 1929, when he was fresh from South Africa, 
it has been a source of recurring pleasure to me that I was one of the earliest to 
recognise in him a potential magician of the first water. I said so in print and 
my prophetic insight has been well justified. 


Ned Williams became Robert Harbin on his first big engagement, which was a 
permanent one with the Maskelynes at St. George’s Hall, London. Today, “ Bob”, 
as we prefer to call him, is not only a leading magician known all over the world 
but also an authority on magic and an imaginative inventor of illusions, small 
(though great!) and not so small. He is a member of the Inner Magic Circle, has 
entertained Royalty, delighted television audiences young and old, and appeared at 
most of the important theatres in England and America. 


This book is about paper-folding and the pleasing visual and magical entertain- 
ment of it. If the reader has ever filled a paper “ bomb ” with water and boiled it 
on the stove when Mother wasn’t looking, or experienced similar delight to mine 
when I first made a bird that flapped its wings, this is a book of new and fascinating 
prospect. If he has done such things and has been interested enough magically, as 
I was, to learn a few “ folds he will be astonished on reading these pages at what 
there is in it“ for the showman under the enthusiastic tuition of Bob and his 
illustrator, the Australian, Rolf Harris. 

Here are over one hundred models, grouped in sequence, half of them entirely 
new and the other half coming by way of patient research literally “ out of the 
centuries”. The whole constitutes a compendium of paper-folding, having historical 
interest, originality and practicability. One can move easily through the pages of 
this entrancing book, for the explaining is shorn of all pretentious, verbose, or 
subtle vexations, while the pictures are “ significant line“ in the sensible sense. 

There is fun for the young, intellectual glamour for the grown-ups, joy for the 
incapacitated, and a wealth of fun for everyone in this study of paper wizardry. 
Here is the art’s quintessence. 


INTRODUCTION 


At the age of eleven I made my first paper bird. From that moment my interest 
in paper-folding grew, due in the main to the fact that the making of these fascina- 
ting paper toys made me the centre of attraction in any family gathering. 


It is only of late, however, that I have been able to add to my store of knowledge, 
and to my collection of models. But by far the most important thing is that I have 
at last acquired the knack of creating many items of my own. 


A visit to a hospital where occupational therapy was encouraged put me in 
touch with a very fine book on paper-folding, written by Mrs. Margaret Campbell. 
I found this book to be quite the best of any published in English and it inspired 
me to do something even more comprehensive. I wanted at first to produce the 
“ complete ” book of paper-folding, but very soon discovered that this would be an 
impossible task. I have had to be satisfied instead, to write a book which I hope 
will help the beginner and also bring many new items to the expert. 


I have many to thank for help which has been given so freely. I must give 
praise to my artist for his patient co-operation because, without him, this book 
would not have been possible. To Gershon Legman my thanks for all the valuable 
information he has been kind enough to supply. Mr. Legman is a busy man and 
was hard to trace, but as a world authority on the Art he had to be found. When at 
last I was able to get in touch with him, the book was already planned, but we were 
able to use the historical facts which he was generous enough to place at our disposal. 
Gershon Legman’s own creations, and the gems from his unique collection will, 
however, have to wait until we can get together and produce the most wonderful 
book of them all. 


The television programme in which I am appearing at the time of writing 
features an item known as “ Mr. Left and Mr. Right two hands which demonstrate 
the Art of making simple paper models. So great has been the response from viewers 
both young and old, that I feel this book will supply the means of reviving a 
healthy interest in this pastime with paper. 


Paper Magic we call it, and so it is. It is so inexpensive, so creative, and so 
limitless. If after wandering through the pages of this book you do not feel the 
desire to know more about the Art I shall be very much surprised. Whether or not 
we shall ever be able to catch up with the Spanish or the Japanese I do not know, 
but at least we shall have a great deal of fun trying. 


When the Paper Bird first flaps in your fingers, the Frog hops on the table, and 
the Moor sits before you, then for the first time, perhaps, you will have experienced

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PAPER-FOLDING ... PAST AND PRESENT 


WHAT IS PAPER-FOLDING? Not so long ago the question might have 
been answered after this fashion: ‘a children’s pastime, originating in the East 
where children are taught from an early age to amuse themselves by making toys 
from folded paper.’ 

Now, the art of paper-folding has outgrown the kindergarten and taken firm 
hold on the imagination of all types of people, old and young alike. It has become 
a recognised hobby with certain unwritten rules and with a following of skilled 
enthusiasts from all over the world. 

The time is now ripe for coining a more specific definition of paper-folding and 
for the laying down of first principles ’ to govern folds and steps of model making. 

We begin, therefore, by describing paper-folding :— 

The art of folding a piece of paper so that it takes on a desired shape, to 
be known as а model. Experts insist on certain simple rules :— 
(1) The paper model must be achieved by folding only, without the aid 
of scissors or glue. 
(2) The shape of the model should be easily recognisable without the 
addition of colours or special markings. 
(3) The model should be capable of folding flat after it has been 
displayed. 

As with all rules, certain exceptions have already been acknowledged. There 
are standard models in existence which, with a small scissor-snip, become so perfect 
in appearance that the end is held to justify the means. The models of the Elephant 
and the Pack Mule (pages 57 and 58) are examples of this. 

Then there is the paper-folder who wishes to make a collection of colourful 
and realistic models. The King Penguin on page 71 is a case in point, where a touch 
of white water-colour paint on the breast of this black paper model immediately 
achieves complete realism. 

Using gaily coloured papers breaks no rules and can be strikingly effective, 
particularly with small models. 

At the end of this book (page 96) you will find the description and illustration 
of a superb example of pure paper- folding. The Moor at Prayer is a masterpiece and 
must have taken a long time to perfect. The immortal Flapping Bird (page 54) is 
another example of pure paper-folding, with the added attraction of natural movement. 


ORIGINS AND DEVELOPMENT OF PAPER-FOLDING 


It would take a bold man to make a definite pronouncement as to where and 
when the first paper model was folded. Possibly it happened quite naturally and 
was as much of a surprise to the originator as to the admiring friends to whom he 
proudly displayed the finished model. 

The reader of this book must have discovered for himself, at some time or 
another, how impossible it is to hold a small piece of paper in the fingers for any 
length of time without beginning to ‘fiddle’ with it. Quite unconsciously the fingers 
will bend and roll and fold the paper, making it into some shape other than the 
original, even if the result is no more than a crumpled ball which is thrown away. 
The instinct is the вате... but when a creative mind directs the fingers, a definite 
form will emerge, a model with a meaning. 

In an attempt to fix the approximate date when paper-folding could first have 
become possible, Mr. Donald Fortescue of Essex, himself a keen paper-folder, has 
this to say about the origins of paper: | 

„ a а writing material was first manufactured at about the time of 
Alexander the Great, from an Egyptian plant or reed called Papyrus (or 
Biblos). This plant had several skins (like an onion) which could, with care, 
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be separated. One membrane was spread flat on a table lengthwise and 
another placed crosswise upon it. These skins were moistened with the 
muddy waters of the Nile which acted as a kind of glue, and when the 
moistened skins were placed under pressure and later dried, the result was 
found to yield a good writing surface. Roman Emperors named the finest 
quality papers after themselves — Augusta — Claudia’ — and so on. 
There was also a paper called * Fanniana’ from Fannius, who owned 
a famous factory for dressing inferior papers from Egypt. 


“When Egypt fell under the domination of the Arabs in the 7th century 
and its commerce with Europe and the Constantinopolitan Empire ceased, 
the manufacture of paper from Papyrus came to an end. Vellum and 
parchment were then used until the invention of cotton and silk paper. 
Linen and rag paper were not invented until the 14th century, and paper 
made from wood pulp is of course a comparatively new invention. With 
the coming of cotton and silk paper, the Japanese were probably the first 
to use it for decorative purposes and they contributed more than any other 
nation to paper-folding as we know it today . .” 


Mr. Fortescue considers it likely that the slaves of Ancient Rome, who were 
trained in the art of decorating homes with vine leaves and small trees cut and twisted 
into shapes, may well have transferred their art to paper. He suggests that if paper 
had the same lasting qualities as parchment, paper toys might well have been 
discovered alongside other Roman remains. 


The author’s personal opinion on this is that the brittle nature of papyrus 
would not have been contributory to the making of paper toys. The same can be 
said about the stiffness of vellum in later years. It seems to be far more likely that 
paper-folding originated with the Chinese or Japanese, who were able to make use 
of cotton and silk papers for this purpose. 


PAPER IN CHINA, 1,000 YEARS AGO 


The Chinese claim that paper was invented by Tsai Lun in A.D. 105. Be this 
as it may, there is no lack of evidence that in China paper has for many centuries 
filled different roles in the national life, quite apart from its obvious use as a medium 
for writing and painting. Coins made from paper and covered with metal foil were 
buried with the dead, and the burning of paper at funerals became an established 
custom. Paper sculpture, comparable in type with that so much in vogue today, was 
also practised in Ancient China, and there is little doubt that the Chinese were the 
first to pleat paper into fans and sunshades. One of the earliest forms of entertain- 
ment recorded in China was carried out with a sheet of paper folded and pleated in 
various complicated ways so that, when pulled or shaken out by the performer, it 
formed itself into a variety of familiar shapes, to the surprise and delight of his 
audience. This charming entertainment spread to Europe: in France it was known 
as Papier Multiforme” and its principal exponent, a consummate artist named 
Trewey, showed his skill with this art all over the world. In England it was called 
Irouble-Wit“ and was popularised by Ellis Stanyon and the famous magician 
David Devant. (In the 12th volume of the 1896 edition of the STRAND MAGAZINE, 
there appeared а series of excellent photographs of Devant giving a demonstration 
of his Trouble-Wit.) 

In Modern China, the art of paper-folding is still very much alive. Interested 
readers are referred to the book, Art Of Chinese Paper-Folding by Mme. Maying 
Hsi Soong, published in New York by Harcourt-Brace in 1947 and several times 
re- printed. 


‘t ORIGAMI ’ . . . ancient Japanese art- form 

It is to Japan that we must look for the original birthplace of paper-folding. 
The art of ‘origami’ (from ‘ori’: to fold and ‘kami’: paper, becoming 
° gami in connected words) has been handed down from father to son through 
countless generations. Books on the subject began to appear in Japan in the Hoei 
era 1704-00 and on to 1739. That the art is now still as popular as ever is evidenced 
by the number of Japanese books published on this subject in recent years. 
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Mr. Gershon Legman of the United States, one of the world’s greatest authorities 
on paper-folding, has spent very many years tracing the history and practice of this 
art both in the Orient and in other parts of the world. We are deeply indebted to 
him for permission to reproduce selections from the valuable bibliography which he 
has assembled, and also to quote from his letter to the author, which contains so 
much relevant information of absorbing interest. 


Mr. Legman writes :— 


“|. The key folding in all paper-folding is, as I am sure you know, the 
Flapping Bird. This bird was brought to the West by the Japanese 
prestidigitators —( I give you this as an important historical fact and also 
one of interest magically) — in the 1870's or 1880's, and was first printed, 
with directions, in the book by Tissandier noted in my bibliography. Other 
details of how this was put over have come to me from Spanish sources, 
as follows: the Japanese jugglers would come to the footlights with a 
square of white paper already folded, the glare of the footlights preventing 
.the folds, already in the paper, from being seen. Then, with a sudden 
crushing motion they would press the four points together, flip down the 
wings, and the bird would be flapping prettily before the astounded 
audience. 

“The proper method of folding the bird is not by crushing the four 
points together, but that is the way all the Spanish manuals show it, as 
though someone had tried to * figure out how it was done from acompleted 
folding. Houdini (the world-famous escapologist who wrote a book on paper 
magic) also gives directions for the same erroneous and inconvenient method 
of making the bird. Evidently his informant came from one of the provinces 
of Japan where this method isstill used. But Houdini’s directions for the 
inflatable Frog, which is one of the greatest triumphs of Japanese folding, 
are quite perfect. When you get hold of some modern Japanese books you 
will at once see the far simpler and more adroit way of handling the paper 
ever and ever smaller, which is the essence of the correct method of making 
the bird.” 

Mr. Legman also writes of his teacher and friend, Mr. Akira Yoshizawa, who, 
he tells us, is far and away the greatest folder in the world and devoted to this 
delicate and graceful art form to an extent which it is hardly possible to believe...’ 
It seems that a translation may shortly be made of Mr. Yoshizawa’s own superbly 
illustrated book on paper-folding. 


DEVELOPMENT OF PAPER-FOLDING IN OTHER COUNTRIES 


Japanese emigrants and travellers returning from Japan brought the art of 
paper-folding back with them. Of all countries, Spain and South America seem 
to have become most interested in this hobby. From Spain, through one 
source or another, beautiful models have emerged, many of which are included in 
this book. The Spanish have a style all of their own, and their models are un- 
mistakable for their realism. Felisa de Unamuno, daughter of the famous Spanish 
philosopher, himself a master paper-folder, has kindly sent several models with 
permission to publish them. Two of these models, created by a pupil of the 
philosopher, are quite remarkable. Four of them are explained in this book but 
the others must await reproduction at a later date. 

Mr. Legman has this to say of his experiences when tracing the foldings of 
Unamuno :— ) 

„ it opened ош a whole other world, apart from the Orient, where 
paper-folding is in fine growth and development today, and that is the 
Hispanic world. Most of the experts are, since Franco, living in Argentina, 
but they were born in Spain. Most of the Spanish books on paper-folding 
are listed in my bibliography, those of Solórzano and Lareo being the 
best: while that of Montero (published in Spain) is still in print... 
Solórzano, in his Papiroflexia Superior, gives Unamuno’s advanced bird 
foldings, also some superb Arab-style folds, especially one called The 
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Moor which, he says, was learned from ‘a woman in Salamanco ’. 
This suggests the Levant as the bridge by which paper-folding was brought 
to the West. Paper-folding is taught in the schools of Spain and the 
Argentine as “ manual- training in the educational system left over from 
the Froebel kindergarten. Neither the quality nor extent of the Spanish 
foldings can compare with those of Japan, however.” 


In France paper-folding is a favourite pastime and although French books 
on the subject contain very little that is not already known, enthusiasts in that 
country are always producing new and exciting models of which no record seems to 
be kept. To seek out the various paper-folding experts in France and to record their 
work would be a long and expensive business indeed. It is hoped, however, that 
this book may make new friends and attract information on fresh developments in 
paper-folding from many sources hitherto untapped. 

In America there has always been a lively interest in paper-folding and 
Americans have a particular bent for creating novelties out of paper money. These 
models are known as Dollar Bill Folds, and it is understood that a book. on this 
particular development is shortly to be published. 

From Denmark comes news of a brilliant paper-folder named Thorki Yenn, 
who travels around the country entertaining audiences with his wonderful models, 
which are made at great speed. It is sincerely to be hoped that this clever entertainer 
may soon find an opportunity to display his prowess before audiences in this country. 

In England paper-folding has always taken its place in any book concerned 
with indoor amusements. Of works dealing exclusively with this subject, the best 


organisation into the hobby of paper-folding. She set out a plan of Foundation 
Folds ’, pointing out that if these were learned it became easier to make the models, 
and there would be less need for explanations. All Mrs. Campbell’s information on 
her subject was gathered at first hand during her travels in the East, and her knowledge 
is very considerable. The directions she gives for making her models are always 
clear and easy to follow. 

Most other English works on paper-folding have failed to describe and illustrate 
the making of the models in a way that can be easily understood by the beginner. 


pages, while in some the instructions are so hard to follow that the student soon 
loses interest. 

The best of the listed works are Margaret Campbell’s Paper Toy Making, 
Fun with Paper by the American writer Stokes, and the Daily Express Rupert 
Annual, in which paper models are brought into the Story and are clearly explained. 

In the present volume an entirely new method has been used which it is hoped 
will solve folding problems in such a way as to satisfy the expert and encourage 


HOW THIS BOOK CAME TO BE WRITTEN 
Television’s ‘ Mr. Left and Mr. Right ’ 


During this year (1955) a children’s entertainment programme has presented a 
feature called ‘ Mr. Left and Mr. Right’. On the television screen are seen dis-

would bring pleasure to a great number of people. Considerable thought was given 
to the problem of how best to explain the method of making the models. fon 
essential, first of all, to find an artist who would be prepared to sit, hour after hour, 
day after day, making countless intricate drawings . . drawings so clear that the 
folds could be followed even without any instructions. 


At last the right artist was discovered and the book to take shape. 
Benefiting from the mistakes of others, a new system of BASIC FOLDS was evolved 
which now become the standard system of paper-folding. The models have been 
most carefully grouped so as to lead the student gradually through the book, learning 
more and more about the art as he progresses, until he is able to produce the most 
difficult folds with comparative ease. A beginner who attempts to start at the wrong 
end—to run before he can walk—will find great difficulty in achieving satisfactory 
results. This art, like any other, must be studied with care and mastered stage by 
stage. 


CREATING NEW MODELS 


It is significant that in the West over a period of many years only some sixty 
models were collected. Yet in a matter of months the author and his artist have 
succeeded, between them, in producing more than fifty new ones. How was this 
possible ? 


The secret lies in Basic Folds. These, like the scales in music, are the fundamental 
steps through which a student can achieve proficiency. Certain famous paper- 
folders seem to favour one fold above another. McKay, for instance, made great 
use of Basic Fold Three, while Unamuno preferred Fold Four, from which beginning 
so many Spanish foldings seem to emerge. 


When the author wished one day to produce a Bat, he searched through the 
Basic Folds and finally decided to work on Fold Four. He chose this one because 
he realised that here was a beginning which would give him a head, four limbs and 
almost natural wings. The student, too, will find that once he has decided upon a 
subject, he will be able to discover among the Basic Folds one which is exactly right 
for helping him to achieve the desired result. 


The Japanese are very fond of using Fold Four, which is, indeed, a wonderful 
fold with boundless possibilities. Ihe Germans, too, seem to be fascinated with the 
endless variety of forms they are able to produce from this one fold. 


The creative possibilities of the other folds are also infinite and offer a wonderful 
field of discovery А the adventurous student. And once he has mastered them all, 
he is still only on the threshold! There can be no end to the folds which are to be 
made in paper : the horizons are limited only by the ingenuity of the student himself. 


Let us sum up with a final quotation from Mr. Gershon Legman :— 


„Ine true art in paper: folding does not arise from manual dexterity. 
Clean folding and neat manipulation of the paper are naturally essential. 
but what is needed most is vision. A moment comes When the folded base 
seems nothing but a mass of planes and angles, but in it the folder will 
see — ( amorphous and incomplete, but none the less visible ) — the bird, 
animal or toy which a bit more handling and folding will serve to liberate 
from the paper. It is the moment of vision that distinguishes folding in 
pursuit of beauty from folding merely for a pastime, or to allay nervousness. 
The rewards of the first are incomparably greater. 


No one could put it better ! It only remains for the author to wish you every 
98 Ae E and to hope that you, like himself, may find in this most 
fascinating of hobbies a source of endless pleasure and inspiration. 
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MATERIALS SUITABLE FOR PAPER-FOLDING 


Almost any piece of paper can be made to serve the purpose, but there аге 
some papers which are very much better than others. A careful choice of materials 
will give the student much more satisfactory results. 


For the convenience of all paper-folding enthusiasts, a list is given below of 
papers which have been proved to be suitable. 


The best way in which to obtain small quantities of the papers mentioned here 
is to contact a local printer who will usually be found to keep quite a good stock of 
papers of various kinds. For all fancy papers the reader is advised to get in touch 
with: F. G. KETTLE, 23 New Oxford Street, London, W. C. I. This firm deals in 
single sheets and always has an immense variety to choose from. 


AVALON BOND. In 7 different tints. A fine, strong writing paper. 
BANK. In 14 different tints. Another strong thin paper, 


TINTED M.F. In 14 pastel tints. A fairly smooth, stiff paper in pleasant 
colours. 


COVER PAPERS. 8 fairly bright matt colours. Stiff, strong paper, useful 
for modelling ashtrays, boxes and containers. 


METAL COVERS. 11 shades. Stiff, strong cover paper. Useful for the same 
purposes. 


COURT ROYAL. 12 tints. Nice smooth paper, pleasantly tinted. 
TINTED S.C. 10 bright colours. A cheap, fairly soft paper, easy to obtain. 


COLOURED POSTERS. 10 bright colours. This paper is smooth on one 
side and rough the other. Cheap and strong, it is most useful for folding. 


FLINT PAPERS. Numerous bright shiny colours. Coloured one side and 
white the other, these are most effective for paper ornaments. Some 
stationers and school suppliers stock these in packets of ready cut squares 
(not gummed). 

METALLIC PAPERS. There is a variety of these in many colours. They 
are first-class for space ships and models made for Christmas decorations. 


BEATE PASTING. This is a dull black paper, good for folding and cheap to 
uy. 


FANCY PAPERS. There is a wealth of these, normally used for covering 
cardboard boxes, and for decorative purposes generally. 


WRAPPING PAPER. Wrapping papers are plentiful, strong, and colourful. 
Any amount of these papers сап be obtained from almost any stationer. 
When making models choose a design to suit the subject and the folded 
result will be surprisingly effective. 


TISSUE PAPER. Models folded in tissue paper look most attractive and take 
up very little space. A collection of such models made in uniform size and 


put into little transparent envelopes (stamp collectors’) and then neatly 
labelled, make an attractive display. 
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ESSENTIAL INSTRUCTIONS 


It is important that you should read these instructions very carefully before be- 
ginning your paper-folding. 


1. Follow the arrows 

The illustration on the right shows the method 
by which the drawings in this book are linked one 
with the other. 

You will discover that the stages of folding move 
from left to right, drop down, and then move from 
right to left, drop down and move once again from 
left to right. This movement is indicated by a series 
of arrows printed on each illustration. 

Sometimes this method varies slightly for certain 
reasons but, once again, the arrows will 3 the way. 
The use of arrows enables you to follow the instructions 
and illustrations, from fold to fold, with the greatest 
ease. 


2. Hold a piece of paper in your hand 

Do not attempt to study a series of folds without a piece of paper in front of 
you. With a piece of folded paper in your hands, the instructions and illustrations 
explain themselves. 


3. Basic Folds 

The Basic Folds will soon become familiar to you. They enable the models to 
be explained with a minimum number of drawings. When you have mastered the 
Basic Folds you will be able to create very many new shapes of your own. 


4. The Model 
The piece of paper which is being folded will at all times be referred to as The 


Model. 


5. Model becomes smaller 

It will be noticed that although the model in front of you will become smaller 
and smaller as it is being folded, the illustrations continue to be as large as 
possible. 


6. Begin at the beginning 
If you are not already experienced with folding paper, begin at the first plate 
(page 27) and make the models in the order of their appearance. 


7. Folding terminology 

The following words and expressions are used 
to denote certain folds, and it is hoped that the 
reader will become familiar with them and use 
them when discussing models with other en- 
thusiasts. 
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(a) Pinch fold

This fold is used many times to form legs,

These variations of the same instruction are 
used many times. As soon as you come across the 
word Repeat, examine your model carefully 
and you will find that there will be one or more 
similar ends, corners or sides which are to be 
treated in the same way. The instructions will show 
ehe or not there are one or more repeats to be 
made. 


(e) Face Side 

The face side is that side of the paper which 
eventually forms the outside of the model. 

Basic fold instructions will always indicate whether (f) Press down . . . Crease. 
you start folding with the paper face side up or down. 


(f) Press Down, Crease, etc. | 
When modelling, always make the creases firmly. SS J

Coloured Models 

Coloured models are always much more effective than plain ones. To make 
models in colour, use either coloured paper (coloured on one side or both) or col- 
our the completed models with paint and a brush. 
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The best method is the most tedious. Make the model with white or tinted 
paper and when finished colour roughly. Now unfold the model completely, and 
using this as a guide, colour a fresh piece of paper carefully and let it dry flat. Now 
пао 5а model again, using the new piece of paper, and the result will be almost 
perfect. 


9. Keeping the Models in Good Shape 

Use small pieces of clear sticky tape to hold models together, and to prevent 
certain parts from unfolding. This tape is most useful when making blow up’ 
models : when you inflate them their shape will remain perfect. 


10. . finally 

The smaller the model the more exciting it is to make. Collections of tiny 
models always have a look of perfection about them, and they take up so little space 
when on display. Stiff papers must always be used for ash trays, containers and other 
useful models. 

FOR THE BEGINNER 

If you are not already a keen and experienced folder of paper, it is advisable for 
you to start with model number one (page 27) and make all the models which follow. 

These models have been explained in great detail, and will give you valuable 
practice in the art of folding and following illustrated instructions of this kind. 

When you have made all the models for beginners you can then move forward 
and make bigger and better models with so much more confidence. 


BASIC FOLD ONE (page 36) 
This fold is undoubtedly the oldest of them all. It seems quite natural to fold 
a piece of paper in this way and that will explain why so many famous folds have 
grown out of this basic formation. 
There are many more shapes to be made from this fold than can possibly be 
described in this volume. You will find, however, that as you experiment you will 
discover and invent countless shapes of your own. 


BASIC FOLD TWO (page 44) 

This fold appears to be used very seldom. Although it is found in several books, 
the Pig seems to be the only model attempted. 

However, this fold is such an interesting one that five other models have been 
worked out especially for this book. Of particular merit is the Hiding Tortoise, as it 
is very difficult to produce any model which has movement. 

This basic fold should not be passed by, and it is hoped that other enthusiasts 
will add to the list of things which can be made from it. 


BASIC FOLD THREE (page 47) 
This fold has not produced many models up to the present time. Those which 
it has produced, however, are very fine indeed. The classical examples are those of 
frogs. These frogs have been designed with great ingenuity and are most realistic 


when coloured. . 1 Р 
As an attempt to bring this paper-folding hobby right up to date, this book 


offers three drawings for Space Ships which should delight the young person who 
is building a space ship or rocket site.

The Japanese are certainly 
the masterminds of this ancient 
hobby.

ROBERT HARBIN was born in Balfour, South Africa, in 1909. He came 
to Britain twenty-six years ago. 

He became a member of the famous Maskelyne’s Theatre, St. 
George’s Hall, London, and stayed with the Maskelynes for three 
years. 

He has travelled the whole world in-his capacity as a Magician, and 
went back on his travels during the war years. He finished his war 
service as a Lieutenant Colonel. 

It is no exaggeration to say that Robert Harbin is recognized as 
one of the world’s finest magicians.
